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MONTREAL (ft—Two more women were attacked Thursday night 


in a aeries of razor-slashing incidents that have given Canada's biggest 
city the jitters. 


In the past week, 13 women have been injured. One required 21 


stitches. Most of the wounds were minor, however—chiefly cuts on 
the leg. 


The latest attacks were at oppo- 


site ends of the city, at close to 
the same time. Police speculated 
there might be two razor wie.lders 
at work. Descriptions of the at- 
tack also, varied widely. 


Fear Spreads 


Fear spread through the city of 


a million persons. Several schools 
closed early so children could be 
home before dusk rush hour. Po- 
lice got 2,000 phone calls during a 
three-hour period from persons 
who thought they had seen the 
slasher. 


At least one suspect had been 


arrested, but police said prelimi- 
nary questioning indicated he was 
not the wanted man. They ques- 
tioned dozens of persons but so 
far appeared to have no real leads. 


A new twist was added Thursday 


night to the phantom attacks. The 
man laughed in his victim's face. 


Mae Meikle, 21, told police that 


a man accosted her as she walked 
along a secluded avenue and told 
her,' "There's blood on your leg." 


She said he stood with her a 


short time, expressing concern, 
then threw back his head, laughed 
and ran. 


Followed Her 


The girl said she thought the 


man had cut her as she was.riding 
the escalator at a nearby subway 
station and then followed.her into 
the street. 


Usually, however, the slasher 


has made his attack during a rush 
hour, then faded away into the 
crowd or the darkness. 


In Thursday night's other attack, 


a man clamped his hand over the 
mouth of MarceUe Cusson, 24, as 
she walked home from work. He 
gashed her leg, then ran without 
a word. Ten stitches were required 
to close the wound..

Eden Proposes 5-Stage Plan 
For Unification of Germany

4 Initiative 


Foreign Secretary's 
Plan Has Backing of 
U. S., France, Report 


By JOHN M. HIGHTOWER 


BERLIN (IP)—British 
For- 


eign Secretary Anthony Eden 
submitted to the Big Four 
conference today a five-stage 
plan for the unification of 
Germany "and the conclusion 
of a freely negotiated peace 
treaty." 


His plan—understood to have the 


full support of France and the 
United States—specified that "free 
and secret elections should be held 
throughout Germany at the earliest 
possible date." 


Safeguards "to assure political 


freedom before, after and during 
the elections" would be provided. 


Outline Proposal 


The five stages as outlined by 


Eden are: 


"1. Free elections throughout 


Germany. 


"2. The convocation of a national 


assembly resulting from those 
elections. 


"3: The drafting of^a constitu- 


tion and the preparation of peace 
treaty negotiations. \ 


"4. The adoption of the constitu- 


tion and the formation of an all- 
German government responsible 
for the negotiation of the peace 
treaty. 


"S. The signature and entry into 


force of the peace treaty." 


The proposal by Eden brought 


the foreign ministers back to the 
German question as the Western 
powers planned, after a series of 
diversionary moves by Russia's 
V. M. Molotov on Asiatic prob- 
lems, world disarmament and a 
place for Red China in global 
councils. 
' 


Effect of Plan 


The Eden plan would hay* the 


effect at the outset of removing 
the Iron Curtain from East Ger- 
many. It specifies that "guarantees 
for free elections must provide for 
unrestricted movemetn throughout 
Germany, free Choice of candi- 
dates, freedom of expression in 
press, radio and other media, vot- 
ing secrecy and security of polling 
stations and ballot boxes. 


Eden told his colleagues "we be- 


lieve that the peaceful reunifica- 
tion of Germany and the conclu- 
sion of a peace treaty would fortify 
peace and relax tension." 


Earlier in the meeting on this 


fifth day of the conference, French 
Foreign Minister Bidault intro- 
duced a resolution under which the 
four powers here would join in 
promoting a disarmament confer- 
ence under the sponsorship of the 
United Nations. 


Molotov asked,the Big Four to 


sponsor a worldwide disarmament 
meeting which would include Red 
China and other states that are 
not now members of the United 
Nations. 


Stymies Allies 


Raising of 
the 
disarmament 


question apparently stymied for 
the moment a concerted Western 
plan to force Russia into consider- 
ing German unification now. The 
West, with Secretary Dulles in the 
chair, had intended to bring up

Employment 
Dips During 
Past Month 
2.3 Million Jobless 
Says Census Bureau; 
4.6 Million in '49 


WASHINGTON Off*)— The 


census bureau said today un- 
employment rose by half a 
million 
between 
December 


and January to an estimated 
total of 2,360,000 jobless this 
month. 


Employment dropped about a 


million in the same period and, 
in the week ended Jan. 9, was re 
corded at 59,300,000, the Bureau 
said. 


As it was last month, 'joblessness 


in January is running about 460, 
000 above the level of a year ago 
About 3.8 per cent of civilian work 
ers are unemployed, as against 3 
per cent last year, the figures 
showed. 


Employment has not dropped be 


low 60 million since January, Feb 
ruary and March of 1952, in each 
of which it was recorded as JS9, 
700,000. 


Not for three years—since Jan- 


uary, 1951 — has unemployment 
risen above the two million mark. 
It was then 2,503,000. 


The peak of postwar unemploy 


ment was in February, 1950, when 
the total reached 4,684,000 in the 
seasonal rise of joblessness which 
followed the 1949 business dip. 


The lowest total postwar employ- 


ment occurred in the demobiliza- 
tion period. Only 51 million were 
employed in January, 1946. 


Layoffs in construction and fac- 


tory jobs accounted for most of 
the increase in joblessness. Non- 
farm employment fell to about 54,- 
400,000 in January from 95,300,000 
in December. 


The unemployment figure die 


not include about 275,000 persons 
who were described as being on 
"temporary layoff," with definite 
instructions to return to work with- 
in 30 days after the layoff. This 
number was some 80,000 larger 
than in December.

Bricker Undecided 


WASHINGTON

tute for the Bricker treaty. 
)ower amendment will be in- 
xoduced hi the senate today 
'with substantial" Democrat- 
ic support. 


. Knowland declined at a newt 
conference to say whether. Sen. 
Bricker (R-Ohio), whose proposed 
constitutional a m e n d m e n t has 
aroused vigorous opposition from 
President Eisenhower, would join 
in offering the proposal. Other sen- 
ators said this seemed unlikely. 


"It is now my belief that an 


amendment will be offered today 
with substantial bi-partisan sup- 
port—it will be Introduced before 
the Senate adjourns," Knowland 
said. 


Cites "Progress" 


The Californian said that "sub* 


stantial progress" had-been made 
overnight in attempting to find lan- 
guage on which influential Repub- 
lican! and Democrat* could agree. 


He declined to say, however, 


whether Sen. George (D-Ga) was 
joining in offering the new version. 
George previously had proposed an 
amendment of his own which * 
Bricker found unsatisfactory al- 
though administration l e a d e r * 
gave it a generally favorable re- 
ception. 
-Bricker told reporters h« had 
been shown the proposal that 
Knowland and others are working 
oh but had not made up his mind 
whether he could accept it. 


As described by the Ohio sena- 


tor, the substitute would be built \ 
around a proposal by Knowland 
and Sen. Ferguson (R-Mich) — 
never introduced — to amend Arti- 
cle VI of the Constitution, instead 
of tacking on a new amendment to 
that document, as Bricker baa 
proposed. 


An Amalgamation 


The new substitute was under- 


stood to incorporate language from 
the proposal by Sen. George and 
to include a clause from the pend- 
ing Bricker proposal. 


Sen. Bricker (R-Ohio) himself 


said Thursday the differences with 
the administration on his proposal 
"grow out a fundamentally differ* 
ent philosophy of government." 


Even if an agreement can be 


reached, the big question seemed 
to ber— 


Can Senate leaders muster the 


necessary .two-thirds vote required 
for. a proposal to change the Con- 
stitution ? 


Or will those taking extreme 


positions on both sides join forces 
to prevent enactment of a com* 
promise? 


George's Proposal 


The first section of George's pro- 


posal states that any treaty or 
international agreement in Con- 
flict with the Constitution shall not 
have any effect. This is substan- 
tially the same as the first clause 
in Bricker*s amendment: Eisen- 
hower does not object to it. 


The second section would pro- 


vide that agreements other than

Little Harold as Brazil's Savior 


Coffee prices, which have about quadrupled at retail 


since pre-World War H days, took another nervous jump the 
other day on reports that the frost had damaged the crop in 
Brazil 
We in the United States drink about seven out of 


•vwy 10 cup* of coffee drunk the world over and Brazil pro- 
duces about half of the world supply. 


The Minnesota boy, Harold Stassen, immediately leaped 


forward with the announcement that the foreign operations 
administration, which he heads, will spend a million dollars 
to help the Brazilians produce more coffee for the American 
market. A delegation of 15 technicians, including experts 
on weather, soil analysis, warehousing and education, are to 
descend on the benighted Brazilians and instruct them in the 
superior way of the Norte Americanos. 


One could conclude from this that Mr. Stassen regards 


the citizens of Brazil as worthy but unlettered peasants who 
have to remove their shoes, if any, to count above 10. Cer- 
tainly the Brazilians are likely to evaluate this appraisal of 
them so, and it is unlikely to promote inter-American amity. 


Without digressing on the cultural refinement of Brazil, 


we think someone should take little Harold aside and give 
him a few geographical and economic facts about our sister 
republic. It is larger than the United States. It has some 
excellent universities and agricultural experiment stations.' 
Coffee is its most important crop. The Brazilians have been 
raising coffee for two and a quarter centuries. If the rich 
acres of Minnesota have ever produced a single coffee berry, 
the usually reliable statistical abstract of the United States 
fails to record the phenomenon. 


Furthermore, the Brazilians have had long and painful 


experience with the overproduction of coffee. As recently 
as 1940 their coffee was selling in New York for less than 
4 cents a pound. Before that they taught Bubblehead Wal- 
lace to plow under cotton and kill little pigs by burning cof- 
fee until the smoke befogged ships at sea. 


So far as the Brazilians are concerned, they are sitting 


on top of the world. Their most probable worry is that the 
present high prices will induce the opening of a lot of new 
coffee plantations and thus produce, four or five years from 
now, another of the coffee gluts which on several occasions 
in the past have virtually wrecked the national economy. 
.They may be meeting that contingency, however, by restrict- 
ing new plantings, as they have on former occasions. 


Even if the Brazilians are more successful in their eco- 


nomic tinkering than any nation has ever been in the past, 
the high prices produced by the present world demand for 
'coffee will stimulate increased production somewhere. Brazil 
learned some 20 years ago that if it restricted its own pro- 
duction too severely in the effort to support prices, it lost 
part of its market to other Central and South American cof- 
fee producing nations. 


Mr. Stassen can accomplish one thing with his economic 


mission. It 'won't result in the Brazilians planting any more 
coffee bushes—which won't bear for four or five years, any- 
way—than the natural appetite for profit will influence them 
to plant. But if as a result of overplanting Brazil comes up 
with another coffee surplus and suffers a sharp decline in 
prices, we can depend upon a Brazilian mission coming to 
Washington and demanding that the United States support 
the price of the coffee that Mr. Stassen asked them to plant. 


Of course, current political dogma is that if anything 


displeases the citizenry, the government must immediately 
undertake to set it right. Poor Mr. Eisenhower—up to his 
hips in fools.

that my hearts were very good. 
Hence I returned the king of hearts. 


"South won with the ace of 


hearts, cashed the ace of diamonds 
and gave up a diamond trick to 
my jack. Now I could take the 
queen and jack of hearts, but 
South still had a stopper in the 
suit and my tricks came to an end. 
South made the rest of the tricks, 
fulfilling his contract. 


"Was I just unlucky, or did I

There was a way to know. West's 


opening lead was surely a fourth- 
best card.

The re- 
mainder equals the number of high- 
er cards held by the other three 
players put together. Six from ele- 
ven leaves five, meaning that there 
•re five cards higher than the six 
of spades in the North, East, and 
South hands. Dummy has two of 
them and East has two. Hence 
South can have only one. 


What's more, Couth was pretty 


well marked with shortness In 
spades since he won the first trick. 
He would almest surely refuse the- 
first trick 'if he could safely do so. 


In short, Xaat could have worked 


out the correct defense. He should 
have returned spades after win- 
ning- hit first diamond trick. He

CIUDAD TRUJILLO, DOMINICAN REPUBLIC, Jan. 28—Spruille 


Braden formerly a hicogalorum in the Latin American phrase of our 
state department, has recently damned the Communists in the depart- 
ment. But the Dominican government insists that Braden himself was 
a belligerent fnend of Red nations and assorted conspirators in the Car- 
ribean. It is a confusing situation, but there is no doubt that Rafael 
Trujillo holds Braden guilty of scheming against this anti-Communist 
fortress. 
' . 


Trujillo's position is set forth in angry language in many Dominican 


documents which recount one attempt by a "Carnb- 
bean Legion" to invade this republic in" force by 
landing craft and airpower from Cuba, and another 
invasion from Red Guatemala by American surplus 
war planes, which was shot to pieces by, Dominican 
forc'es. Trujillo lays stress-on the fact that his Red 
enemies and Dominican exiles could get abundant 
American surplus war stuff while Braden made it 
impossible for him to buy any. 


These incidents of warfare were sketchily re- 


ported at the time. And a desultory and probably 
biased running account of the "diplomacy" appeared 
w»§tbrook 


in our papers and pro-Communist propaganda weeklies, but, as a reader 
of more-than-average voracity, I freely admit that I had only a foggy 
idea of the facts and their meaning until I came here a month ago. 
So it occurs to me that the American people are almost utterly ignorant 
of an evil activity armed with weapons and aided by political collusion 
from the United States. 


In contrast to Braden's recent 


statement before the internal se- 
curity committee of the senate 
that he had been frustrated by 
State _ department Reds, the Do- 
minican government says flatly 
that on Dec. 28, 1945, Braden re- 
fused to grant a license to buy a 
quantity of arms. The Dominican 
ambassador of that time, Enuiio 
Garcia Godoy, now the ambassa- 
dor to Spain, wrote that Braden's 
refusal was "laden with abusive 
interpretation." Concurrently, the 
ambassador says in an official Do- 
minican publication, a campaign 
"of vilification" in the press of 
Havana, Caracas and Red Guate- 
mala, "coincided with another one 
carried out in Washington and New 
York dailies and magazines by 
left-wing writers who were report- 
ed to be close friends of Braden." 


The ambassador says he snarled 


back at Braden in the meeting in 
Braden's office at the State de- 
partment, rejecting Braden's "box- 
ing-glove diplomacy," a reference 
to Braden's reputation as an ath- 
lete. It seems he played water 
polo at Yale. 


Nowadays, Braden says we must 


"clean house" in the State depart- 
ment to assist the Latin American 
anti-Reds, of whom Trujillo cer- 
tainly is the most aggressive and 
the strongest in the military sense. 
But the Dominicans charge that 
he worked in close harmony with 
an influential employe at the State 
department 
who had 
been 
a 


colonel of the Red Spanish Repub- 
lican army. The Dominican docu- 
ments name this party as Gustavo 
Duran, and Senator Joe McCarthy 
das sent me sworn testimony taken 
by the Tydmgs committee some 
years ago in which McCarthy 
thoroughly canvassed Duran's ca 
reer. McCarthy put these rhetori- 
cal questions to Tydings: 


"What was the mysterious power 


which enabled him (Duran) to con- 
tinue to serve as confidential as 
sistant to Braden, then head of the 
department's South American af- 
fairs? Why was this man permit- 
ted voluntarily to* resign in the 
face of these charges? Who has 
gotten him the important task of 
going to the UN and screening 
refugees coming into this nation?" 


McCarthy introduced a "confi- 


dential intelligence report" from 
Col. Wendell G. Johnson, the 
American military attache In Ma- 
drid, on June 4, l»46, which said a* 
follows: 


"The causa general (general ju- 


dicial proceedings) has informa- 
tion about the crimes committed 
under the command of Duran's 
•choca' (illegal prison). He was 
one of the principal leaders of the 
popular militia created by the 
Communists. He was a personal 
friend of Lister and Modesto (com- 
manders of Red brigades, now 
generals in the Russian army) and 
soon became lieut-colonel in the 
•Red' army. When the internation- 
al brigades were brought into the 
Madrid and Aranjuei fronts, Gus- 
tavo Duran formed part of the 
high Russian general staff at Ta- 
rancon where they left sad and 


hideous recollections. After Ta- 
rancon it appears that he went to 
Moscow. It appears that he is now 
in Washington as a collaborator 
with Spruille Braden, chief of a 
section of the State department." 


McCarthy then said Braden was 


Duran's "champion,'.' and intro- 
duced a memo from Braden dated 
Havana, where he was ambassa- 
dor, Dec. 21, 1943, in which Braden 
said Duran had been recommend- 
ed to him by a fnend of "unim- 
peachable patriotism and integn- 
ty" to spy on "Falangist" activ- 
ities in Cuba, whose government 
was then and still is pro-Red. 


"Falangist" means, among oth- 


er things, anti-Communist. McCar- 
thy said he had a report that 
Duran was a brother-in-law of 
Michael Straight, the millionaire 
publisher of the New Republic, 
of which Bubblehead Wallace was 
editor for a couple of years. 


McCarthy wntes me that he has 


a photograph of Duran m the uni- 
form of an officer of the SI.M., 
which was the intelligence agency 
of the Loyalists in Spam. He writes 
that Duran now admits being con- 
nected with S.I.M. during that 
war.

Letter from a working wife: "I 


have been reading with sympathy 
the letten from your women read, 
en who complain, and justly BO, 
that their husbands do not love 
them enough to support them and 
only tolerate them because they 
have a salary check coming in. 


"For seven years I had this 


same mistreated feeling gnawing 
inside me, 'making me an unhap- 
py, 'old-before-my-time' grouch. 


"Finally, one day I decided to

six month's off. This has worked 
out beautifully. When I am work- 
ing we concentrate on paying up 
all our bills and I usually manage 
to save enough tc have spending 
money for the time I am not work' 
ing. 


"I don't know whether 1 will 


continue to be able to get these 
part-time jobs when things tighten 
up economically, but I really ap- 
ply myself on my job and my em- 
ployer usually is willing to take 
me back again the next time I 
am ready to go to work. 


"One 
more thing about the un- 


happy 'used-to-be' attitude. I used 
'to think that even though I was 
working, everything in the house 
had to go along just the same as 
if I stayed home. And I was too 
proud (stubborn, really) to ask my 
husband's help, yet had a grudge 
against him because he didn't help 
me. 


"Now 
I do what I consider my 


part and depend on him to do his 
part. He is perfectly willing, and 
working together in harmony is 
fun."

Of 5th9 Galena 
Traffic Light 


Motorists are reminded to pay 


strict attention to the school traf- 
fic light on Galena avenue just 
south'of Fifth street. 


The signal has been erected for 


the safety of children crossing 
Galena avenue on their way to 
and from school. Motorists, how- 
ever, are cautioned that it is up 
to them to make certain the light 
serves its purpose. 


Motorists should be the one to 


decide when all is clear, not the 
children, school officials empha- 
size. 


The light has been set to oper- 


ate during the following intervals: 


7:50 a.m. through 9:10 a.m. 
11 a.m. through 1:10 pm. 
3 p.m. through 5 p.m. 
The light does not operate on 


Saturdays or Sundays. 


To operate the traffic signal, a 


button must be pushed. Within a 
short time, a yellow warning light 
appears. This is followed by a 
flashing red light, in operation 
long enough to allow children to 
walk across the street. At the end 
of this period, the yellow warning 
light flashes on to warn childrei 
to clear the street and remain on 
the curb. 


The flashing red light warns 


motorists to come to a full stop. 
When all is clear they may pro- 
ceed with caution, although the 
red light still is flashing. 


Any indication on the part of 


children to direct traffic should 
not be recognized by the motor- 
ist, school officials instruct. Pupils 
have been told not' to direct traf- 
fic. The motorist should be the 
judge as to when it is safe to re- 
sume travel. 


If a child wants to cross the 


street when patrol boys and girls 
are not on duty, he or she may 
punch the button, wait for the red 
flashing signal and for traffic to 
halt, then walk across the street 
between the white lines. 
, Pupils have been instructed to 
cross Galena avenue at the Fifth 
street intersection when the traf- 
fic light Is not in operation.
